IN SA N ITY AND C R I M I N A L I T Y A R E 


INCREASING 
RAPIDLY 
IN MISSOURI. 


ONE IN 350 IN STATE IS UNFIT 


Statistics 
Furnished 
by 
Secretary 
of State Roach Show This__ 
How Long Until Every­ 
body Is Crazy. 


Jefferson City, Mo.. July 24— One 


person in Missouri out of every 350 
is either insane today or in the peni­ 
tentiary, according to figures com­ 
piled by Secretary of State Roach 
and made public Thursday. 
There are ten times as many per­ 
sons insane or in the prison in Mis­ 
souri today, per capita, as there were 
thirty years ago. The convict figures 
are based on absolutely reliable infor­ 
mation between 1840 and 1910. 
In 1840 there was one convict for 
every 5,405 persons and in 1910 there 
was one convict for every 845 persons 
in the state. 
In 1860 there was one 
insane person to every G.970 and in 
1910 one to every 694. 
Commenting 
on 
the criminal fig­ 
ures, Mr. Roach says: 
“These figures show a 
bad 
and 
very persistent tendency. 
Counting 
thirty years as a generation, compar­ 
ing the figures of 1850, 
1880 
and 
1910, and it is plainly seen that con­ 
victs per capita 
in 
Missouri 
are 
doubling with each generation.” 
Concerning the insanity figures, he 
says: 
“The 
interesting 
query 
is 
how 
many decades will pass until every­ 
body is crazy, if the rate of increase 
keeps up? The last fifty years shows 
a ten-fold increase. Another hundred 
years and one-seventh of the people 
will be in mad houses. 
“The alienists have been claiming 
that if the rate of increase in insan­ 
ity continues, 
before 
many 
years 
there will be a greater population in­ 
side the asylums than outside. 
The 
Missouri records appear to bear out 
lite predictions of the alienists.”

24.—President 
Wilson last afternoon withdraw tho 
appointment of Thomas D. Jones to 
the federal reserve board at the in­ 
sistent request of the Cricagoan. The 
correspondence that passed between 
Mr. Jones and the 
president 
was 
made public at the White House. 
Mr. Jones said he was unwilling to 
further remain a cause of embarrass­ 
ment to the president and his admin­ 
istration, and in view of the attack 
on him by seven members of the 
committee on banking and currency, 
demanded that his name he with­ 
drawn. 
In his reply to Mr. Jones the presi­ 
dent expressed regret at the decision 
of his friend, also sorrow that “the 
Organization of a great banking sys­ 
tem should be so embarrassed and 
obstructed” by the “minority mem­ 
bers of the committee and two mem­ 
bers of the majority who have usually 
voted with them.”
